the compelling weight of public opin- 
ion, rid Itself of the unpopular mag- 
nate. Charles -Murphy. 
Tho national 


agreement was sustained; the Federal 
league, which had towered to threat- 
ening proportions, was sullenly balked 
of its prey; and John Evers, Ihe man 
of many misfortunes and main- honors, 
passed forever from the city which had 
witnessed ten years of his triumphs, 
with a fortune in- his hand.

The defect has cost me dear. 


It wiped out tho savings of thc ten 
best years of my life when thf shoe 
ventures I was Interested in went to 
the wall, carrying with them Sli.OOO— 
all the money t li.id In tho world. Per- 
haps I should have learned from expe- 
rience 
and 
been 
more careful. 
But 


Murphy, whatever he had seemed to 
other people, had always treated me 
fairly. I am willing to confess t looked 
up (o Murphy. 
I had some ndmlntlion 


for his energy and

which even his enemies never denied, 
and 1 have always had a natural In- 
cllnadon to take the part of the under 
dog—to aland beside the man who has 
the enemies on every hand.

know that Murphy's enemies gave him 
much concern, though he certainly had 
enough of them.
